The “ash’’ from the 
hydrogen test which severely 
burned persons 85 miles away is 
an illustration of what a C-bomb 
would do—on a greater scale. 

Cobalt is a silver-white, tough 
metal often found in iron and 
nickel ores. Its name means 
“troublesome spirit’’ and it was 
s0 called because its presence was 
not easily detected+ and gave 
processors much trouble. It was 
early known to possess superior | 
magnetic properties. 


Nuclear Reactors 


Early in development of atomic, 
or nuclear reactors, cobalt in rod 
form was used as control. It was 
not fissionable, like uranium, nor 
was it fusionable as is hydrogen. 
But it takes a tremendous amount 
of radiation. 

When irradiated it emits radia- 
tions very similar to those of radi- 
radiocobalt now is 
used as a substitute for radium. 
It is much cheaper. The supply 
of it is inexhaustible. It can be 
produced in almost any desired 
shape, pliable. or rigid. It can be 
stored, in lead containers, in the 
form of fine wire on a _ spool. 
Pieces can be clipped off as 
needed and inserted into mdalig- 
nant tissues which may be re- 
duced by radiation. (Unhappily, 
by no means all such tumors can 
be so reduced.) 

Irradiated cobalt plagues equiv- 
alent tg a million-vote X-ray ma- 
chine are easily, quickly and in- 
expensively (relatively) produced. 

“Cobalt 60” has a _ proloriged 
radioactive life. 

Any area saturated with “'C- 
bombs” would be a more fearful 
desert than was the site of ancient 
Carthage upon which a curse was 
placed by the conquerers and in 
whose soil tons of salt were 
“sowed.” 

Silent, unseen death would be in 
the soil where a C-bomb had fal- 
len. It would lurk there for years 
and years, destroying the blood 
stream of any who came. 

Research has it ready — and 
there are other monsters already 
indicated. Soon a door will creak 
open and another appear.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 
31 (P—Rainfall in Massachu- 
setts has been radioactive for 
21 days as a result of a hydro- 
gen bomb test in the Pacific, 
it was disclosed tonight 

Instruments ‘on the roof of a 
building at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology be- 
gan recording radiation March 
10, an MIT spokesman said. 

“The results have been 
carefully measured in our lab- 
oratories and the radiation is 
completely insignificant so 
far as the safety of humans, 
animals or plant life is con- 
cerned.”’

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We Must Face It: 
H-Bomb Is Real 


Secretary of Defense Wilson told re- 
porters Tuesday that results of the H- 
bomb tests in the Pacific were “‘unbeliev- 
able.” 

At President Eisenhower's press con- 
ference Wednesday, Atomic Energy Com- 
mission Chairman Lewis L. Strauss told 
the nation what Wilson meant. We can 
now make.-said Mr. Strauss, a hydrogen 
bomb big enough to destr: New York 
City’s metropolitan area. The AEC chief 


said that this adds considerably to the na- 
tion's military potential. While we can 
take comfort in that fact, it is not without 
its pitfalls. 

“We now full know,” said Mr. 
Strauss. “that we possess no monopoly of 
capability in this awesome field,” 

In other words, the Russians have hy- 
drogen bombs, too. They not only have 
them, they have the means to deliver 


them. The United States, with the bulk of 
its populatian concentrated in’ less than 
100 cities, is just as vufnerable if not more 
so than Russia. 

Georgia's Rep. Prince Preston is quoted 
out of Washington as saying the: nation 
can now breathe easier in a sense of se- 
curity as we now have weapons of such 
‘deadiv destruction that no foreign power 
would invite national suicide provoking a 
war with us. 

We can assume no such thing. As long 
as hydrogen bombs exist—as long as we 
have them and as long as the Russians 
have them—we must face the prospect of 
atomic war. To assume that our power 
of retaliation can prevent destruction of 
our cities is to invite national suicide. 

Tuesday in the Senate, Sen. Stuart 
Symington warned against this attitude. 
In a voice that sounded like the conscience 
of America, he declared that “we are mov~- 
ing into a position of complete inse- 
curity” in relying wholly upon a policy of 
retaliation without developing adequate 
means of defending ourselves at home. 

Admitting that there are no sure de- 
fenses yet devised against air attack“and 
that 100 per cent defense effectiveness is 
impossible of attainment militarily or eco- 
nomically, we still are faced with the fact 
that a force is loose in the world that 
could destroy this nation. We must not 
forget that in making our plans. 

We cannot forget, either, that there 
will be continued “brush fires” such as In- 
dochina of vital interest to us but about 
which we would not care to precipitate 
a worldwide atomic holocaust. 

We must continue to strive for accept- 
able agreements with Russia. Unless they 
are achieved, we must not only mantain 
our superiority in weapons—atomic and 
otherwise, but we must build our own de- 
fensive and economic strength at home. 
We must continue to build, too, the mili- 
tary and economic potential of our .al- 
lies and those countries threatened with 
Communist aggression.

Agriculture Gets Boost 


In Northwest Georgia 


The whole state has watched with 
enthusiasm the rapid industrial develop- 
ment of northwest Georgia. Some of these 
semimountainous counties in the area, 
however, are equally as important to the 
state's agriculture. 

This fact was again called to our atten- 
tion by the announcement that a Chicago 
firm will begin erection soon of a $500,- 
000 milling plant in Cartersville. It will 
manufacture and distribute feeds of all 
types and thus will strengthen consider- 
ably the agricultural economy of the area. 

Cartersville is the county seat of Bar- 
tow, a county that has been traditionally 
a leader in the state's agriculture. Its 
rich valley lands are among the most pro- 
ductive in the state and in the past few 
years the county has undertaken a pro- 
gressive program of diversification and 
conservation that is enviable. Livestock 
has become an important item and a bud- 
ding dairy’ industry is struggling for a 
firm foundation. 

Development of this section as a live- 
stock area no doubt motivated the milling 
concern to locate a plant in northwest 
Georgia, which has had to import much of 
its feedstuffs from points out of the state. 
This factor has handicapped the livestock 
and dairy programs. Lack of processing 
facilities also has held back development 
of grain production. 

The milling plant in Cartersville will 
fill a great need and will contribute sub- 
stantially AO agricultural developments in 
a fertile and important area of the state.

If one 
side has bombs capable of blowing up half the 
world, is it necessary as deterrent for the other 
side to have bombs capable of blowing up three- 
quarters of it? The second question is whether 
a further effort should not be made at interna- 
tional understanding on the lines Sir Winston 
Churchill has so steadfastly refused to abandon.

The program includes ex- 
tension of the reciprocal trade pro- 
gram for three years with some- 
what more latitude to negotiate 
tariff reductions with other na- 
tions. It also embraces means of 
encouraging more investment 
abroad, including tax concessions 
for American firms; toning down 
of our “‘Buy American’”’ law so that 
it does not too severely penalize 
foreign ‘business; action by the 
President under existing law to 
promote easier convertibility of 
foreign currencies, among other 
objectives. 

Just as clearly as he recognized 
the importance of foreign trade 
policy, so the President seemed 
also to recognize the importance 
to him and to the success of his 
administration of getting his pro- 
gram approved by Congress. It 
could be almost the ultimate test 
of his leadership. It is a severe 
test, though to the casual it may 
not sound so in the stating. What 
he must do is to get enough votes 
from his own party which, added 
to a majority of Democrats, will 


give him what he wants. That 
won't be easy. ae 


In fact, if the President had to 
rely on his own party, he would 
be lost in advance because of the 
diehard high protective tariff ad- 
vocates. They are quite numerous. 
If he is unable to whip enough 
Republicans in line, he will see 
the downfall of a keystone of our 
cooperative policy with our allies. 

For they must be able to sell 
to survive, now that our economic 
aid is being sharply reduced. Ours 
is a big market for them poten- 
tially. 

As dramatic an argument as can 
be found for the President's trade 
program was acted out before our 
eyes last weekend. That was when 
Harold Stassen, Mutual Security 
‘Administrator, flew posthaste to 
Europe to try to persuade Great 
Britain and our other allies not to 
go whole hog in re-opening trade 
with Russia and her Fastern Eu- 
ropean satellites behind the Iron 
Curtain. That, of itself, indicates 
the desperation for trade: ‘* 

There is also the more practical 
reason that impinges upon what 
Congress does about expanding 
foreign trade. Britain, France and 
our other allies have got to sell 
somewhere, and Russia and East- 
ern Europe offer an Mvitation. Un- 
less we can open additional op- 
portunities for them to sell to us, 
they jmust rely more heavily on 
other areas, including Eastern Fu- 
rope.

“Dear Sir: If the facts were 
available you would probably 
find that the replacement of 
lead services has accelerated 
in all cities throughout the 
country during the past 10 or 
15 years. 

“Many of these lead serv- 
ices were installed at the turn 
of the century and their life 
expectancy has been reached. 
Also, many of the older serv- 
ices are’ being replaced be- 
cause they are undersize and 
cannot supply the modern 
household demand. 

“There is no evidence in the 
City of Grand Rapids to indi- 
cate that fluoridation has 
cauged any mechanical trou- 
ble with our mains, services, 
meters or plumbing.

After the close of World War I, the late President Wilson made 


speeches about the awful bomb- 
ing and devastation that would 
come if another world war were 
fought, and he told his audiences 
of the new inventions of weapons 
of horror—the block busters that 
would kill civilians—but these 
didn’t stop World War II from 
breaking out. 

The alternate testing of the 
H-bomb by Soviet Russia and by 
the United States is reminiscent 
of every armament race in his- 
tory. Each side thinks the other 
will be frightened into self- 
restraint and that - aggression 
wil never occur again. But it 
does. And the reason it does is 
that neither side, when it starts a 
little war or defends itself against 

a local aggression, thinks the con- 
flict whl develop into’ anything 
bigger. 

The most conspicuous fact 
about today’s situation in the 
world is that neither Soviet Rus- 
sia nor the United States will 
want to use the H-bomb but no- 
body can be sure that either side 
will not do so if it thinks it must 
defend itself against the use of 
such a weapon by the enemy.

The Secretary of Defense hag 
said that he cannot imagine the 
United States developing atomie 
weapons ‘and not using. them. 
Adm. Radford, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, says that, 
if there is to be any limitation 
of armament by agreement, it 
cannot be on the basis of atomic 
weapons only and that there must 
be limitation on ground armies 
as well, and on _ conventional 
weapons, too. 

This is an important observa-
